No deals on pensions, 
gay marriage as state 
legislative session ends

SPRINGFIELD Illinois Democrats, who control 
the Capitol, once again perfected the end-of- 
session meltdown, failing to approve major 
changes to a government worker retirement 
system that’s gobbling up more and more of 
the budget and approaching Sioo billion in 
debt. 

The postgame fingers of blame were point- 
ed furiously and in all directions. 

Gov Quinn accused House Speaker Michael 
Madigan and Senate President John CuUerton 
of playing games with the state’s economy and 
future. Mayor Emanuel, who got neither the 
broad pension changes he wants nor short- 
term budget relief for Chicago Public Schools, 
suggested that Quinn used students as pawns. 

It was left to Madigan, who has been in the 
House since 1971, to offer the understatement 
of the spring. 

“Obviously this is a session where we have 
not enjoyed a great deal of success,” he said. 

Republicans, long out of power, were left 
only with sharp criticism. 

“To me, it is an absolutely damning failure of 
leadership that you have the largest majorities 
for one party in modern Illinois history and 
they can’t come together and solve the biggest 
problem facing the state in a generation,” state 
Sen. Mlatt Murphy, R-Palatine said. 

Despite overwhelming Democratic majori- 
ties in both the House and Senate, the spring 
session of the Illinois General Assembly that

Illinois state Treasurer Dan Rutherford will 
run for the Republican nomination for gov- 
ernor, he announced Sunday on his website. 
The Pontiac native, 58, said on the site that

fund our liabilities, build an environment 
that job-creators are seeking and provide 
financial security for tax payers." 


adjourned late Friday was marked as much by 
what it didn’t accompHsh as what it did. 

Pension reform remained in limbo. Casino 
gambling expansion, dearly sought by Chicago 
and cash-starved communities in the south 
suburbs. Lake County and downstate, went 
nowhere. And an attempt to make Illinois the 
13th state to recognize gay marriage failed at 
the finish line. 

The legislative score card was filled with 
more than just goose eggs. Lawmakers passed 
a $35 billion spending plan. They signed off 
on an expansion of Medicaid under President 
Obama’s Affordable Care Act. 

And looking down the barrel of a court-im- 
posed deadline, legislators sent Quinn a mea- 
sure to make Illinois the last state in the U.S. to 
allow gun owners to carry concealed weapons, 
albeit with many restrictions. 

The House and Senate also sent Quinn a 
controversial measure to legalize marijuana for 
medical use . While Emanuel didn’t get pension 
reform or a casino, he did get a green light for a 
new DePaul University basketball arena as part 
of a major expansion of McCormick Place.

Roy Hibbert, bracing for discipline and back- 
lash after using a homophobic slur in his post- 
game interview Sat- 
urday reached out to 
gay NBA veteran Ja- 
son Collins via Twit- 
ter before issuing an 
apology through the 
Indiana Pacers. 

Hibbert was 
questioned about his 
defense on LeBron James in Indiana’s 91-77 
victory over the Miami Heat, which forced a 
seventh and deciding game Monday in Miami. 

“IMy comments] were disrespectful and 
offensive and not a reflection of my personal 
views,” Hibbert said in part in a statement is- 
sued Sunday “I used a slang term that is not ap- 
propriate in any setting, private or public, and 
the language I used definitely has no place in 
a public forum, especially over live television.” 

Hibbert first took offense with media 
questioning why he finished loth in Defen- 
sive Player of the Year award voting. 

“You know what, because /all 
mother[bleepers} don’t watch us play 
throughout the year, to tell you the truth,” 
Hibbert said. “I don’t care if I get fined.” 

When discussing Game 6 and his defense 
on James, Hibbert ran afoul again. 

“There was Game 3 here that I felt I let 
Paul {George} down in terms of having his 
back when LeBron was scoring in the post or 



getting into the paint because they stretched 
me out so much— no homo— but I want to be 
there for him,” Hibbert said. 

The NBA has fined Hibbert $75,000 for 
swearing and using the slur, according to 
espn.com. About two hours after the com- 
ments, Hibbert reached out to Collins. 

“@jasoncollins34 hey can I get a follow,” he 
tweeted. “Would Hke to discuss something’s 
with you.”

Chicago Bears fullback Evan Rodriguez has 
issued an apology following his arrest early 
Friday morning on charges of driving under 
the influence. 

State Police charged Rodriguez with DUI 
at approximately 3:30 a.m. Friday on the Ken- 
nedy Expy near Hubbard Street. A state po- 
lice source said Rodriguez’s blood-alcohol 
content was measured at 0.17— just more 
than double the legal Umit of 0.08. Rodriguez 
also was charged with speeding and improper 
lane usage. 

“I am deeply sorry for the incident that 
occurred the other night,” Rodriguez said in 
a statement released by the team. “I want to 
apologize to the entire Bears organization, 
my teammates, coaches and Bears fans every- 
where. I realize that I made a very poor deci- 
sion. I know that more is expected of me and 
that I let a lot of people down that are count- 



ing on me. I will make positive changes in my 
life so that this doesn’t happen again.” 

This was the second arrest this offseason 
for Rodriguez, who was arrested in Miami 
Beach while he was there to train with wide 
receiver Brandon Marshall and other team- 
mates. Police charged him with resisting an 
officer without violence and disorderly in- 
toxication.
